no man ſo fond & fooliſh, as to reproue 
vs ſpeakiag thus, as though we had lyed, 
but onely becauſe we name thole daies, 
according to the ſimilitude and likeneſſe 
of theſe daies, in which theſe things were 
done?Infoinuch that it is called the very 
ſame day, which yet is not in deede the 
very ſame, but in the reuolution & tur- 
ning about of the time is like it : and 
ſo alſo, that is ſaid to be done vpon that 
day, by reaſon of the celebration and ad 
miniſtration of the ſacrament, whiche is 
not done vpon that day, but was perfor- 
med long agoe. Was not Chriſt once ofs 
fered about that time? And yet notwiths 
ſtãding, he is not onely euety feaſt of Ea- 
ſter, but euen euery day offered vnto the 
faithfull people, neither is he to bee dee⸗ 
med a lyar who being aſked of an other 
man, anſwereth that he is offered. For if 
the ſacraments had not a certaine ſimili-

This 
Doctour hach made a diſtinction, concer⸗ 
ning the body and bloude of Chziſte, and 
this hee hath done with a verye greate dil 
ference, Fo? whileſt þ he ſaith, p the fleſh g 
bloude which che faithful do daily receiue, 
are ſpirituall chinges: and ſaich on the o: 
ther ſide, that the fleſh which was crucified, 
and the bloude, whiche was ſhedde, with 
the ſouldiers ſpeare, can not be affirmed 
to bee ſpirituall oz diuine, hee plainelye 
declareth ,that they differ ſo much as ſpi⸗ 
rituall and cozpozall chinges , oz bili⸗ 
ble and inuiſible thinges, oz as diuine 
and humaine, doe differ one of them 
from on other, and chat therefoze fo! 
as muche as thep differ one of chem from 
an other, both of them bee not , nei⸗ 
ther indeede canne bee, one and the ſelfs 
ſame thinge · Nowe that ſpiricuall fleſh, 
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faithful, and that ſpirituall bloude, which 
is daplye offered to bee dzunke of the 
belecuers , doe without doubte differ, 
from that fleſhe , which was crucifted, 
and from that blouve , whiche was ſhedde 
by che ſouldiers ſpeare, as the autho⸗ 
titie of this pꝛeſente perſcn alleadged, 
doech witneſſe. Mherefoꝛe they be not 
all one : Foz that fleſhe that was cru⸗ 
ciſied, was made ofthe fleſhe of the Uir⸗ 
gin, and was compacted o2 did conſiſte, 
ofbones and ſinewes , and was beſides 
diſtincted by the lineamences and pꝛopoz⸗ 
tiũs ofthe partes and members ofmennes 
bodies, and was thozough the ſpirite 
of a reaſonable ſoule, quickned , in⸗ 
to his owne life, and ſitte motions a⸗ 
greeing thereto : But che ſpirituall 
fleſhe , which docth ſpirituallye feede

perteyneth to a ſpirituall power and be⸗ 
tongech to an inuiſible efficacte, and to a 
heauenly vertue oz force )but is indeede, 
in relſpect ol which is outwardlye ſeene, 
farre differing from that, which is delee: 
ud in the myſterie. Beſides that fleſhe of 
Cuhuitt which was cruciſted, did not ſhewe 
anp other thing outwardly , than that it 
was inwardly, becauſe it was the verye 
fleſhe of a very man, being alſo a very bo:

Furthermoꝛe wee muſt conſider, that 
there is figured by that bꝛeade, not onelye

Dereuppon bleſſed Auguſtine , in 
his expoſition vpõ Johns goſpel, ſpeaking 
ofthe body and blood of Chziſt, ſaith thus:

the lea and did all eate the ſame ſpiritu- 


nech to the vertue and power of the 


body and blood of Chriſt.

Verily they had the 

ſame ſpirituall both meate aud drinke, 

but an other bodily both meate and 
drinke, for they had Manna, and we an;

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By the authozitie ofthis Doctour, han- 
deling the Lowes woꝛds concerning the 
Dacrament ok his bodye and bloode, wee 
are plainely taught , that choſe woꝛdes of 
the Lowe muſt bee vnverſtoode, ſpiritual: 
lie, and not carnallye, euen as hee himſelle 
ſaieth: The wordes which I ſpeale vnto 
you are ſpirite and life - pta tuen thoſe 
wodes verilie which he ſpake concerning 
the eating of his fleche, and che dzinking 
or his bloode: Fox hee ſpeakech of thoſe 
woꝛdes wherewich his Diſciples were of- 
fended. Utherefoze,to the end they might 
not be offended ,the heauenly Maiſter oz 
Teacher, calleth them backe from the 
fleſhe to the ſpirit, and from bovily ſight,to 
inuiſible vnderſtanding. Ute ſee chere- 
fore in what reſpect p meate ofthe Lowes 
bodie,#þ dzink of bis blood, are truly q in. 
deed his body, x truly x indeed his blood, to 
wit, in reſpect that they are ſpirit and life, 
Mozeouer:ſuch thinges as be all one 
are conteined in oꝛ vnder one definition, 
Now it is affirmed, of che very and true 
body of Chziſt that hee is very GDD 
und very man: GD Das hee was be⸗ 
goreen of the father from befoze all _

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nings:and man, as he was towardes the 
end of the wozld,conceaued and bozne of 
the Airgine Pary. But theſe things cans 
not be ſayd,of that body of Chꝛiſt, which 
by amyſterie is celebjated and adminiſtred 
in the Church, and yet it is, after a certain 
maner knowne to be Chꝛiſtes body: now 
chat maner, is in figure & repꝛeſentation, 
chat ſo che truth, and the thing it ſelfe, may 
be the better perceiued. 

In theſe pꝛayers, which are ſayd after 
the myſtery al the body & blood of Chatff, 
and whereunto the people anſweare , Az 
men,thus it is vttered with the pꝛieſtes 
vopce: We, that doe take or receiue the 

ge of euerlaſting life, doe humblye 
ſeech thee to grtaunt, that wee maye 
with a manifeſt and plaine partaking re- 
ceiue that, which we touch, in the image 
or repreſentation of the ſacrament. 
Now we know that a pledge and an Fe 
mage oz repꝛeſentation, appertaine to an 
other thing, that is to ſay, haue reſpect not 
to them ſelaes, but to another thing.

De ſaith, that theſe things 
are celebꝛated and done, in ſhewe and 
fo me, and not in truth, that is in ſumilitude 
02 likeneſſe, and not in che declaration of 
the thing itſelf. Now the foꝛme & ſhew of 
athing, and the veritie oz truth of the 
ſelfeſame thing, differ one of them from 
another.Cherefoze chat body and blood, 
which is celebzated and recetued in the 
Church, differech from that body & blood, 
which is knowen to be nowe gloꝛziſted in 
Chꝛiſtes body, cthoꝛough his reſurrection, 
And che fozmer of theſe two bodies is a 
pledge and ſigure:and this latter is the 
very truth it ſelfe, fo2 the foꝛmer is cele⸗ 
hnated # adminiſtred, till ſuch time, as we 
may come to the other: but when we ſhall 
once come to this latter, the foꝛmer ſhalbe 
remoued & takt away. Wherfoze it appes 
reth,þ they are by a very great difference, 
ſundꝛed one of chẽ from p other: ea looke 
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ching loꝛ which the pledge is giuen, and |

yne, he aſcended into heauen, euen 


| whatday pleaſed him, thither hee caried

How then is the bread his 
bodye : and the cuppe,or that whiche is 
contained in the Cuppe, howe is it his 
blood?
